The Commission discussed the draft Proposed 2022 Medical Fee Schedule and report and 

heard public comments. Representatives of the consultant, FAIR Health, were recognized to 

share additional information with the Commission and members of the public, including draft 

Fee Schedule methodology, data points, or trends. Fair Health stated no decision will be made 

regarding amendments to the Fee Schedule. 
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Dr. Bob Remondino was recognized, gave public comment, and responded to questions of 

the Commissioners. 

 

Don Bullard was recognized, gave public comment, and responded to questions of the
